Department Stores 
Have Troubles 


Phenomenon of our business is the 
Steady decline of department stores. 
Year after year they move smaller 
and smaller percentages of freezers, 
refrigerators, and other ‘white 
goods.” 

This state-of-affairs concerns na- 
tional sales and marketing man- 
agers. 

But the department stores have 
their side to tell. 

Many department stores have 
given up both major appliance and 
television departments because of 
low markups and cut-price competi- 
tion. 


Their dissatisfaction is noted in a 
survey conducted by the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association. 


The NRDGA’s monthly magazine, 
Stores, quoted a store executive, 
whose views were said to be typical, 
as stating: 

“Our troubles can be laid at the 
door of manufacturers and dis- 
tributors who are now biting the 
hand that feeds them.” 

In 1951, according to NRDGA 
data, department store operating ex- 
penses averaged 32.5% of sales. 

However, the gross margin on 
major appliances was 24.9% and on 
television and radio, 19%. 

Stores said the typical comment 
from department stores which shut 
up their major appliance and tele- 
vision departments was: 


“The more business we did, the 
more money we lost. We served as 
an advertising and display medium 
for manufacturers and almost any- 
one could get it for you wholesale. 

“When new items came out, we 
couldn’t get them until the demand 
was satisfied, and then we had to 
take them in carload lots to retain 
our precious franchise.” 

Merchants also complained about 
trade-in practices which they said 
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Coleman Sees Big 
Year-Round Field 


In Older Homes 


DALLAS—Sheldon Coleman, presi- 
dent of the Coleman Co., said in an 
interview here recently that the 
older, non-air conditioned homes, and 
not the sleek, new models now on 
drawing boards, offers the biggest 
market for manufacturers of air con- 
ditioning equipment. 

“I base my conclusion on the fact 
that there are 40,000,000 homes in 
America which lack a central air 
conditioning or heating plant,” he 
said. 

“It is my belief that, as less homes 
are built, more money will go into 
modernizing these older homes. These 
are good, substantial dwellngs which 
can be inexpensively modernized.” 

Coleman estimated that the “aver- 
age” home—one in the neighborhood 
of $13,000 and containing from two to 
three bedrooms—could be centrally 
air conditioned and heated for “the 
price of a low cost automobile.” 

He noted that he was “greatly 
pleased” be the fact that Coleman 
units had been selected for installa- 
tion in homes under construction in 
the West Glen Development here. 
Robert West is developing the area. 

“Within a three-year period, any 
home in the south selling at a mini- 
mum of $15,000 will include air con- 
ditioning,’”’ Coleman predicted. ‘““Many 
homes in the $10,000 to $15,000 class 
will also include this feature,” he 
added. “It is the answer to the 
demands of the American public for 
more comfortable living.” 

He also observed that Coleman is

SYRACUSE, N. Y.—Carrier Corp. 
will shortly have three major operat- 
ing divisions — Unitary Equipment, 
Machinery and Systems, and Allied 
Products— each of which will engi- 
neer, manufacture, and market its 
own product lines. 

This was announced last week by 
Cloud Wampler, president, who stated 
that the new organization structure 
was designed to enable Carrier to deal 
more effectively with the demands of 
the rapidly-expanding air condition- 
ing industry and thereby render 
better service to its customers. 

As an indication of the industry’s 
growth, Wampler pointed out that 
prior to World War II the corporation 
was doing approximately $20 million 
of business per annum, but that in 
fiscal 1953 a volume of $165 million 
is expected, including shipments under 
defense contracts.

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Canada Reports Rise In 
Refrigerator Production 


MONTREAL — A total of 28,339 
domestic electric refrigerators were 
manufactured in Canada during July, 
compared with 21,778 a year ago, 
according to the Bureau of Statistics. 

The July output brought to 185,376 
the number of refrigerators turned 
out in the first seven months of this 
year. In the corresponding period of 
1952, 110,626 units were produced. 

July factory shipments totaled 
26,080, against 25,919 a year earlier. 
Factory shipments in the first seven 
months of 1953 increased to 196,363 
from 148,991 in the like 1952 period. 

Domestic washing machine output 
in July declined to 18,429 units from 
19,718 a year ago. However, produc- 
tion in the first seven months was 
29% higher than in the corresponding 
1952 period, totaling 152,784, com- 
pared with 118,543. Factory ship- 
ments in July dropped to 16,281 from 
20,015 a year earlier, but were up 
to 142,820 from 180,008 in the 
January-July period. 

Month-end inventories of both re- 
frigerators and washing machines 
were higher than at the end of July, 
1952. Refrigerator stocks totaled 
23,604 compared with 7,784.

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Test on Detroit Sunday 
Closing Law To Be Oct. 26 


DETROIT—Trial date has been set 
for Oct. 26 in the attempt by Muntz 
TV, Inc. to get a permanent injunc- 
tion against a city ordinance requir- 
ing appliance, TV, radio, and furniture 
stores to remain closed on Sunday. 

Muntz already has a temporary 
injunction against the ordinance. 
Though the city has changed the law 
to meet Circuit Judge Chester P. 
O’Hara’s objection, the city will make 
no effort to enforce the amended law 
until after the trial, according to 
assistant corporation counsel Nathan 
Goldstick. 

At a hearing last week for an in- 
junction against the amended ordin- 
ance, both sides agreed to advance 
the case to trial in order to get a 
final disposition of the case more 
quickly.

On Use of Word ‘Free’ 
In Advertising 


WASHINGTON, D. C. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission recently re- 
scinded an interpretation, in effect for 
the last five years, on use of the 
word “free” in advertising. 


In a new interpretation, the FTC — 


ruled that the word may now be used 
to describe an offer of merchandise 
given away without cost to a person 
buying another article, provided the 
word is used “honestly” and not as a 
device to deceive the public. 

Under the old __ interpretation, 
adopted by the commission in 1948, 
merchandise, to be called ‘“‘free,’’ had 
to be given away without requiring 
the purchase of any product or the 
performance of any service of benefit 
to an advertiser or seller. 

The new policy was set forth by 
Commissioner Albert A. Caretta in 
his opinion in the FTC’s case against 
Walter J. Black, Inc., New York op- 
erator of the Classics Club and the 
Detective Book Club. 

The case was dismissed by a vote 
of 3 to 2. 

Agreeing with Caretta were Chair- 
man Edward F. Howrey and Commis- 
sioner Lowell B. Mason. Former 
Chairman James IM. Mead and Com- 
missioner Stephen J. Spingarn agreed 
to dismissal of the cast but dissented 
from the new interpretation. 

Caretta said the word “free” is “a 
comparative adjective” and “does not 
have a definite and absolute mean- 
ing.” 

Discussing misuse of the word, he 
wrote that it would be unfair to de- 
scribe an offer as free if all the condi- 
tions for obtaining the “free” mer- 
chandise are not clearly and con- 
spicuously set forth at the outset “so 
as to leave no reasonable probability

Garbage Disposer, Clothes 
Dryer Sales More Than Double 


ST. LOUIS — July Shipments of 
clothes dryers and garbage disposers 
by distributors to dealers in the ter- 
ritory served by the Union Electric 
Co, more than doubled those in the 
same month last year, the utility re- 
ported recently.

Canada Reports Rise In 
Refrigerator Production 


MONTREAL — A total of 28,339 
domestic electric refrigerators were 
manufactured in Canada during July, 
compared with 21,778 a year ago, 
according to the Bureau of Statistics. 

The July output brought to 185,376 
the number of refrigerators turned 
out in the first seven months of this 
year. In the corresponding period of 
1952, 110,626 units were produced. 

July factory shipments totaled 
26,080, against 25,919 a year earlier. 
Factory shipments in the first seven 
months of 1953 increased to 196,363 
from 148,991 in the like 1952 period. 

Domestic washing machine output 
in July declined to 18,429 units from 
19,718 a year ago. However, produc- 
tion in the first seven months was 
29% higher than in the corresponding 
1952 period, totaling 152,784, com- 
pared with 118,543.

FTC Rescinds Ruling 


On Use of Word ‘Free’ 


In Advertising 


WASHINGTON, D. C. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission recently re- 
scinded an interpretation, in effect for 
the last five years, on use of the 
word “free’’ in advertising. 

In a new interpretation, the FTC 
ruled that the word may now be used 


to describe an offer of merchandise | 


given away without cost to a person 
buying another article, provided the 
word is used “honestly” and not as a 
device to deceive the public. 

Under the _ old __ interpretation, 
adopted by the commission in 1948, 
merchandise, to be called ‘free,’ had 
to be given away without requiring 
the purchase of any product or the 
performance of any service of benefit 
to an advertiser or seller. 


The new policy was set forth by 
Commissioner Albert A. Caretta in 
his opinion in the FTC's case against 
Walter J. Black, Inc., New York op- 
erator of the Classics Club and the 
Detective Book Club. 

The case was dismissed by a vote 
of 3 to 2. 

Agreeing with Caretta were Chair- 
man Edward F. Howrey and Commis- 
sioner Lowell B. Mason. Former 
Chairman James IM. Mead and Com- 
missioner Stephen J. Spingarn agreed 
to dismissal of the cast but dissented 
from the new interpretation. 


Caretta said the word “free” is “a 
comparative adjective’ and “does not 
have a definite and absolute mean- 
ing.” 

Discussing misuse of the word, he 
wrote that it would be unfair to de- 
scribe an offer as free if all the condi- 
tions for obtaining the ‘“‘free’’ mer- 
chandise are not clearly and con- 
spicuously set forth at the outset “so 
as to leave no reasonable probability 
that the terms ofthe advertisement

William 
Broomfield of Royal Oak, who will 
introduce the state bill, Kennedy 
Lawrence of the Detroit police de- 
partment who talked about the new 
Detroit “death trap” ordinance, and 
Al Chadburn, assistant secretary of 
the American Society of Refrigerat- 
ing Engineers, participated. 

In Louisville, Ky., the Colonels 
chapter of the Refrigeration Service 
Engineers Society took quick action 
when noting in the daily press a 
story that the Bowman Field mu- 
nicipal housing project had 489 un- 
used ice boxes that it did not know 
what to do with. Project officials felt 
that they had to keep them for future 
tenants. 

Sam Burks, president of the Colo- 
nels chapter, wrote to N. H. Dosker 
of the Louisville Municipal Housing 
Commission offering the services of 
the chapter to remove the strikes 
from these boxes free of charge.

rw They Offer ‘Tremendous Opportunities To Sell Appliances,’ Dealers 
Should Promote Their Wider Use, Loan Authority Tells [AEL 


SAN FRANCISCO — Members of 
the International Association of Elec- 
trical Leagues, at their 18th annual 
conference here, were urged to pro- 
mote wider use of the open-end mort- 
gage which “offers tremendous op- 
portunities to sell appliances.” 

The advice came from Charles 
Wellman, executive vice president of 
the Glendale (Calif.) Federal Sav- 
ings & Loan Association, who pointed 
out that this type of mortgage pro- 
vides homeowners with a means of 
modernizing their homes without 
over-extending themselves financially. 

“T urge you all, in talking to your 
customers, or in disseminating this 
information (about the open-end 
mortgage) to the members of your 
individual leagues, to have your sales 
people find out whether or not the 
customer is a homeowner,” Wellman 
said. “If he is a homeowner, what 
kind of a loan does he have, and does 
he have any possibilities of open- 
ending ? 

“IT think, many times, sales could 
be saved and headaches on sales made 
avoided, if the assigned personnel 
were aware fully of the open-end 
mortgage and of its potentialities. 

“You don’t want to sell somebody 
something they can not pay for. Nor 
do you want to lose a sale to some- 
body who could pay for it if the 
right type of credit mechanism were 
available to him. 


the $3,000,000,000 a year in moderni- 
zation, only about $400,000,000 of it 
is being financed through the device 
of the open-end mortgage. 

“It is something that is not going 
to come overnight. There are title 
problems, title costs, lender reluc- 
tance, inertia, and a lot of other 
things to fight, but we fight those 
things in everything we do in any 
type of organized effort.” 


58% OF FAMILIES OWN HOME 


Wellman pointed out that accord- 
ing to the 1950 Census, over 53% of 
American families owned their own 
home, compared with 37% in 1890. 
But, he said, the great bulk of that 
housing—existing housing, housing 
that has been aging, “stands in need 
of various degrees of modernization 
and improvement, and here is a 
tremendous market.” 

This raises the problem of credit, 
he noted. 

“How are you going to be able to 
sell this large market the new, fas- 
cinating devices that can be manufac- 
tured on a mass production basis for 
the American family? ... That is 
the critical problem ... 

“Now we've gone part of the way 
on meeting this problem of credit to 
match up your goods with this 
market. The government back in the 
early '30’s developed the so-called 


FHA Title I program. 
“The Title I program is a home 


modernization repair and improve- 
ment type of loan. 

“But the big problem with this 
type of loan is that it has to be 
repaid in 3 years and 31 days. When 
an individual goes out to buy $1,000 
worth of electrical goods for the 
purpose of modernizing a kitchen, or 
has to go in and re-wire his house to 
get the benefits of the modern elec- 
trical devices, he is going to have 
to pay $31.90 a month to pay back 
that $1,000 he borrowed. 

“T think we'll all agree that $31.90 
a month, on top of all the other 
things that go into the upkeep of a 
home, gets to be a pretty stiff prob- 
lem. 

“Either one of two things fre- 
quently happens. Either an individual 
goes ahead and does borrow that 
$1,000 and agrees to pay $31.90 a 
month, and he gets in trouble, or 
he says, ‘Oh the hell with it. I'll let 
it go and I won't fix up this kitchen, 
or I won't replace this wiring.’ 


TITLE I LOANS GREAT

“And either one of those things is 
not very good business for you, and 
it is not very good business for us. 
One of the biggest sources of delin- 
quencies that we run into in our own 
home loans is the problem of people 
over-extending themselves for Title 
I loans...

chanism beyond the point of the 
Title I loan so we can continue to 
make available to the mass market 
more and more products, at a better 
price and by means which they can 
afford. And that leads to the open- 


‘end mortgage. 


HOW OPEN-END MORTGAGE 
WORKS 


“The open-end mortgage, basically, 
is simply this. You borrow X dollars 
to buy your house, and in the credit 
instrument, whether a mortgage or 
a deed of trust, it gives the lender 
the right to add Y dollars on to that 
loan after it has been paid down 
somewhat. 

“For example, you go out and you 
borrow $6,000 to buy a house for 
$8,000. And you pay on that mort- 
gage for one, two, or three years. 
You have accumulated, by monthly 
payment, an equity. 

“Now your wife says, ‘This kitchen 
is absolutely no good. I can’t work 
in it anymore, and look at all those 
lovely kitchens that they are making, 
and why can’t we have one? Or why 
can’t we at least start to get one?’ 

So, the borrower goes to the lend- 
ing institution and he says, ‘I have 
paid for this loan two years (or 
three years or whatever it is). Why 
can’t I borrow back what I originally 
borrowed, so that this loan can be 
put back up, say, to the $6,000 that 
it was, when I originally borrowed 
the money? 

“‘And why can’t I use the differ- 
ence between what I now owe, and 
what I originally owed, for the pur- 
pose of modernizing my kitchen? 
After all, it is going to improve the 
security of the loan. It is going to 
enable the appliance dealer to sell 
kitchen equipment. And, it is going 
to make for a better standard of liv- 
ing for my family.’ 

“Well, why shouldn’t he be able 
to do that? After all, any man that 
borrows on credit borrows on assets. 
He borrows on equity. And here is a 
man who has accumulated an equity 
by the simple process of making 
monthly payments on his loan. He 
owns the property, and he is in the 
process of acquiring the title to that 
property free and clear. There is no 
reason why he shouldn’t be able to 
borrow the necessary money. 


LEGAL PROBLEM EXPLAINED 


“But there have been two problems 
to the introduction of the open-end 
mortgage. The first problem has been 
a legal problem. The second problem 
has been the attitude of money 
lenders. 

“The legal problem is very simple. 
If you are a lender and you lend on 
a piece of property, you have to have 
a prior lien (a first lien, they call 
it). If, at some time subsequent to 
the original loan, you want to lend 
the same man some more money, the 
problem arises as to whether or not 
the additional money you lend, or are 
going to lend, has the same priority 
as the original money lent. 

“Now there are various doctrines 
in the law about that. The old com- 
mon law doctrine in the majority 
opinion in the United States is that if 
there is an intervening lien, if some 
other lien has arisen on that property, 
after you made the first loan, but 
before you make the additional loan, 
and you as the lender do not have 
actual knowledge of the existence of 
that intervening lien, you can in- 
crease that loan, and the amount that 
you have increased it partakes of the 
same priority as the original loan. 
But if you have actual knowledge of 
it, then the additional loan is subordi- 
nate, as they say in the law, to that 
intervening lien. 

“Of course, that raises a problem 
in lenders’ minds. Because what is 
notice? If you have an organization 
such as we have, where we have 90 
people who are working with mort- 
gages, and somebody calls up and 
says to one of them, ‘Well I just got 
a second trust deed on this house,’ 
and nobody made a note in the file 
about it, would that constitute actual 
notice? It does present a problem as 
to whether or not notice ever was 
given. 


“There are ways that you can get 
around that. You can ask a title com- 
pany to insure you, and they will 
search the record and find out 
whether or not there are any in- 
tervening liens. If there are, you 
won't make the loan. If there are not, 
you will make the loan. 

“But, one of the problems there 
has been that the cost of that search- 
ing of the record was actually so 
prohibitive that on an open-end mort- 
gage, even though the lender was 
perfectly willing to raise the amount 
loaned back to that original loan, the 
cost of finding out whether the lender 
legally could do so was such as to 
make it impractical. 

“So, we’ve had two problems con- 
nected with this legal issue. That 
is, what is the doctrine on the matter 
of increasing the loan, and if you 
could increase the loan, how are you 
going to protect yourself from the 
title insurance point of view. 


TITLF COMPANIES IN 3 LARGE 
CITIES ARE COOPERATING 


“Fortunately, in the last three 
years, the title companies in three of 
the largest cities have gone on the 
basis of making title insurance on 
this type of loan very reasonable. The 
cities are Chicago, Los Angeles, and 
New YOdrk. The result is that in those 
areas, the cost of finding out whether 
you can make the loan is no longer 
so high that it makes the granting of 
it sort of academic. 

“Another interesting development is 
occuring in the law. In eight states 
today, for varying amounts, they 
have abolished the old common law 
point of view and said simply that 
if you write an original mortgage in 
such a way that you provide for ad- 
ditional advances, then even if there 
is an intervening lien, it doesn’t make 
any difference, because whoever puts 
another lien on their property, after 
your first lien, is on notice that you 
have the right to increase that loan. 
Therefore, even though the original 
underwriter had actual notice, and all 
the rest of it, it doesn’t make any 
difference under the law, because we 
are going to let you have this open- 
end deal without any problem of in- 
tervening liens. 


OPEN-END MORTGAGE KEEPS 
PAYMENTS REASONABLE 


“Now, you figure, here’s a man that 
borrows $1,000, and say he had a 
10-year loan. He borrowed $6,000 
originally, and he is making $60 a 
month payments. And he wants to 
borrow this same $1,000 that under 
Title I he would have had to pay 
$31.90 for. If he can add that $1,000 
to his mortgage, he can do so, and 
it will probably only cost him $10 a 
month. 

“So instead of paying $60 a month, 
he is now paying $70, but it is a lot 
easier to pay $70 than it is to pay 
$60, plus $31.90. Because when you 
get into that kind of figure, it just 
dries up your market for you. 

“There are many instances where, 
because of the amount by which the 
individual has paid his loan down, 
it is not necessary to increase his 
monthly payment at all. 

“We made a loan to a man a while 
ago, where he paid the loan down 
to $3,000, and he decided that he 
wanted to do an extensive job of 
modernization, and the payments on 
the loan were $40 a month. We lent 
him the money to do it and we didn’t 
increase his monthly payment at all, 
because we would have, in effect, 
made a new loan to this man, with 
this modernizing he was going to do, 
on a 15-year term, so why should we 
require him to amortize that addi- 
tional amount that much more rap- 
idly ? 

“For those reasons, the open-end 
mortgage offers tremendous poten- 
tialities in terms of opening up mar- 
kets for people engaged in the busi- 
ness of modernizing and repairing 
and rehabilitating property. 

“Another problem is the attitude of 
money lenders. They have a tendency 
to be a little hesitant and a little con- 
servative, and they are reluctant to

do many new things and to modernize 
this credit mechanism. 

“But great progress is being made, 
even on that score. For example, it 
does have a substantial effect, from 
just a lender’s point of view, on re- 
ducing his servicing cost. 

“You take a $2,000 mortgage. It 
does not cost you any less to service 
a $2,000 mortgage on an amortizing 
basis than it does a $10,000 mortgage. 
You have to go through the same 
operations and you have the same 
unit cost, regardless of the size of 
the mortgages or the size of the 
monthly payment. 


SMALL BALANCE LOANS 
UNPROFITABLE 


“On many loans, the balance is 
down so low it actually is unprofit- 
able to a lender to continue to service 
that account. We have been checking 
over our own portfolio, and found 
that we had 200 loans where the bal- 
ances were less than $1,000, when 
actually we figure our break even 
point on a loan is about $2,800 to 
$3,000. 

“Of course, we don’t believe that 
you should just go out and encourage 
people to get head over heels in debt. 
But I would be willing to wager that 
among those 200 loans, there are a 
tremendous number of mortgagors 
who are also paying very steep 
monthly payments for some kind of 
an appliance. 

“Then, too, they would be able to 
have many of the things that they 
want without strapping themselves to 
the point when each first of the 
month rolls around, it becomes a 
source of battle and worry and tur- 
moil, within the family. 

“Unfortunately, the FHA is sstill 
opposed to the open-end mortgage. 
That is, on an FHA home loan, as 
contrasted with a Title I loan, you 
can’t get an open-end mortgage.

No. 1 on the Agenda 
Of Business Planning 


AMERICA IS entering a period in which opportunities and 
needs for salesmanship are the greatest in history. Never before 
has the range of “optional consumption” been so extensive (which 
means: people have more choices for spending their dollars). 


Rises in the income level have increased the margin of dis- 
cretionary spending. And a growing proportion of personal income 
now is spent on durable goods. At the same time, an even larger 
proportion is saved. Salesmen in our related industries must 
persuade savers to buy what they do not consider necessities, or 
“didn’t know they wanted,” lest our factories operate at much less 
than capacity in the near future. 


Speeding up turnover of the “working dollar” at a minimum 
of transaction cost is a major necessity for the survival of Ameri- 
can business. 


True, population growth is creating continually expanding 
markets. At the same time, by 1960, we shall have to provide jobs 
for that growing population—work for at least 80,000,000 people. 
And we can’t do that by neglecting sales training and advertising. 
Why? Because consumer goods can’t be made unless they can be 
sold. 


Obviously the situation is a challenge for the sales profession 
—each man of which currently sustains, directly or indirectly, the 
livelihood of approximately 30 production and white-collar 
workers. 


During the last 10 years the United States of America 
has increased its plant capacity some 326%. Trained salesmen 
haven’t been inducted into our working armies at anything like 
so headlong a pace. Unless business executives pay heed to this 
dilemma, they’ll be in serious trouble within a year or two. 


People who are desperately holding onto money today, because 
they seem to feel that a bank account spells security, need to be 
sold products whose value will appreciate while the value of 
dollars continues to decline. Good salesmen can do “The People” 
a greater favor than the politicians who woo them so assiduously 
by showing savers how investments in durable goods will pay. 


Although we have increased the number of such products to 
be sold in this country nearly 75% in the last dozen years, we 
have added less than 20% more salesmen to push them. Nor have 
we taught these new salesmen how to do a good job sufficiently 
well. 


Furthermore, the percentage of corporate income devoted to 
advertising and sales training hasn’t kept pace with percentages 
devoted to research and plant expansion. Here is an imbalance 
which cries out for rectification. 


One of these days—perhaps sooner than we expect—this 
lack of foresight or attention to “balancing” the ingredients of the 
business success formula will plague industry directors. The need 
to train salesmen and educate dealers—and to advertise smartly— 
is pressing, if not immediately apparent. 


By this time next year it will be paramount. And those firms

Dealers, Utility Sponsor Cooking Classes 
To Build Store Traffic, Pick Up Prospects 


WILMINGTON, N. C.—Walk into 
an appliance store in Wilmington, 
N. C. some Saturday afternoon and 
you will find a trio of young teen- 
age girls eager to offer you a sample 
of their biscuits and demonstrate for 
you the appliance of your choice. 

You might think it’s a joke of 
some kind. But it isn’t. They are 
learning to be home _ economists 
under the proud and watchful eyes of 
the dealer and their teacher, Mrs. 
Loretta Johnson, home service rep- 
resentative of the Carolina Power & 
Light Co. 

Mrs. Johnson developed the idea 
from an advanced cooking class she 
teaches for the Girl Scouts. In addi- 
tion to the techniques of cooking, 
she also taught them how to use and 
care for the various appliances in 
the kitchen and laundry. 

Then, with the cooperation of 
four local appliance dealers, she ar- 
ranged to give the girls actual ex- 
perience in demonstrating appliances 
in dealers’ stores. The girls, averag- 


ing about 14 years of age, work in 
teams of three for two-hour shifts 
on Saturdays only. Mostly they 
demonstrate food preparation. One 
cooks, another serves, and the third 
talks to the customers. Mrs. Johnson 
supervises. 

“The dealers are just grand,” she 
says. “They are glad to have the 
girls help them sell and they willingly 
pay for any food the girls want to 
prepare for demonstration. During 
the Christmas season they baked 
hams at one store and served ham 
and biscuits to their prospects. One 
dealer gives a jewelry set to each 
girl who turns in a prospect who 
later becomes a customer.” 

The dealers like the idea, too. They 
say store traffic increases when the 
girls are in the store. And they think 
the girls indirectly contribute to later 
sales by showing how easy it is to 
work with electrical appliances. 

One dealer sold five appliances in 
two months on leads turned in by 
the girls.

Serviceman Baffled 
By Wiring Problem 


In submitting the following true 
service experience, Virgil C. James of 
Cuba, Mo., wonders if “anyone else 
ever saw or heard of anything like it.” 
Can any reader contribute additional 
data? 

The true refrigeration service engi- 
neer prefers to stick strictly to refrig- 
eration. He would rather, if possible, 
not be bothered with such side issues 
as electrical troubles. He realizes that 
a motor is necessary to “pull” the 
compressor; but when he gets a serv- 
ice call and finds electrical instead 
of proper refrigeration trouble, his 
pride suffers a certain let-down. 

Heck, on this job he won’t be able 
to demonstrate his real, deep-down 
knowledge of refrigeration itself, but 
instead must mess around with a 
burnt-out motor and a bunch of 
tricky, intertwined nasty little wires. 

It was in about this mood that a 
certain serviceman approached just 
such a job not long ago. The original 
¥%-hp. motor that had faithfully 
powered an old domestic Norge Rol- 
lator had finally given up the ghost 
and burned out. Fortunately, the 
serviceman had an exact replacement. 
It was a very hot afternoon in August. 
The serviceman had guests, and all 
wanted to go swimming at a nearby 
river beach. 

“Fine!”” beamed the serviceman. 
“You go on ahead, and I’ll be there 
in a little while. This job won’t take 
more than an hour, and I haven’t been 
swimming for a long time either. Boy, 
will it be wonderful to cool off after- 
wards in that river!” 


MOTOR IS REPLACED 


Arriving on the job, he quickly 
removed the old motor and mounted 
the new one, incidentally selling a 
much-needed new belt in the process. 
Since the cabinet had a door light, he 


took particular pains to watch the 
color combinations of the wires; they 
were the usual in such cases, red, 
white, and black. 

In order to be sure that high head 
pressure did not overload the old 
motor and cause its burnout, he 
mounted his gauge manifold with 
pressure and compound gauges on the 
compressor, and temporarily wired 
the motor directly to the line cord, 
not, as yet, reconnecting it to the 
thermostat nor rewiring in the door- 
light wires. 

On plugging it in, he was highly 
elated to note that everyting perked 
along in fine style. The new motor and 
belt caused the entire unit to murmur 
along with quiet smoothness; the head 
and suction pressures were practically 
perfect for the conditions and for 
a low-side float valve evaporator 
charged with sulphur dioxide. 

“Now,” exulted the serviceman, 
“T’ll connect the rest of these wires, 
tape ’em up, give the thermostat a 
brief temperature check, collect my 
dough—then ho! for the cooling 
swim. Here’s one job I didn’t have 
to knock myself out over to make a 
few measly bucks!” 


LIGHT DOESN’T WORK 


He left the white wire of the three- 
wire cable leading up through the 
cabinet connected to one of the motor 
leads, and also to the white wire of 
the line cord. He disconnected the 
black wire of the line cord from the 
other motor lead. This black line wire 
he connected to the black wire of the 
cabinet cable. Then the red wire of 
the cabinet cable—the only one left— 
he connected back to the other motor 
lead. 

In this way the thermostat was 
wired into the motor circuit, so that 
the thermostat would start and stop 
the motor. He plugged in the cord 
and pushed the thermostat control 
button. The motor started. O.K., fine! 
But, what was this? The door light 
now failed to function!

Smothering something akin to a 
curse, our hero again unplugged the 
cord. Customers are almost as fussy 
about such knick knacks as properly 
operating door lights as they are about 
really essential matters, so he knew 
he had to work it out. According to 
the color code of the wires, the light 
should be on when the cabinet door 
was open. 

He removed all three cabinet wires, 
white, red, and black. Maybe the red 
one was the common one that carried 
current to both thermostat and light, 
instead of the black. Shouldn’t be 
that way, but could be. So now he 
connected the red wire directly to the 
black wire of the line cord, black 
wire of cabinet cable to one motor 
lead, white wire of line cord to other 
motor lead. 

He plugged in, again tried thermo- 
stat; it controlled motor o. k. So, 
leaving the motor running, he now 
took hold of the white wire of the 
cabinet cable well back on the in- 
sulation, and brought it over to make 
contact with the white line wire and 
the “ground” motor lead. This should 
now ground the door light, and so 
turn it on. He brought the wires to- 
gether. 


ALL POWER FAILS 


WELL!! What happened next you 
wouidn’t wish on a dog. The motor 
stopped instantly. The overhead light 
in the kitchen went out. A bit dazed 
by the sudden turn of events, the 
serviceman got up to look around. He 
tried outlets in other rooms. Dead! 

Then he went and looked at the 
two-circuit multibreaker on the back 
porch. The handles were NOT in the 
tripped position. He tried them to 
make sure. No, definitely they were 


not tripped. He went back and tried 


eo a —_ _ 
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lights again. Nope. Then he went 
outside to look around, 

There were only two wires lead- 
ing into the house; in other words, 
only 115 volts; so he couldn’t have 
“crossed over’’ and got 230 volts. 

Next door was another house served 
by the same lead-ins. He went in and 
tried their lights, etc. No service 
there, either; but, also, neither was 
their breaker “tripped.” To the rear 
of the house was a garage, served by 
the same lead-ins, but having its own 
breaker. No current there; also, no 
tripped breaker. 

' Ha! Talk about gremlins! He asked 
his customer to call her neighbor. The 
neighbor was quite indignant. The 
current went off just as she wanted 
to finish her ironing! 


TRANSFORMER SUSPECTED 


By now the serviceman began to 
suspect the dread truth that the line 
transformer serving this block of 
houses had blown a fuse. He sug- 
gested to his customer that she call 
a company lineman to come and 
check. 

After a long time the lineman 
finally put in an appearance. Every 
general knows that there are times 
when it is both foolish and useless 
to risk a pitched battle; likewise, the 
serviceman saw no advantage to any- 
one in going out front and loudly 
proclaiming the fact that he had 
blundered, when he himself wasn't 
even sure that he had. 

So he sat in a back corner of the 
house while he heard the lineman 
bellow in stentorian tones as he 


changed the blown fuse, “Someone 
sure put a heavy overload on this 
line!” 

Service again restored, our hero 
took a long look at his wiring job. 


He again tried operation of the 
thermostatic switch without that last 
fatal white door-light wire connected 
to the cord; all was again e. k. 

He used his neon test-glow light to 
test for hot and ground wires, and 
plugged in the cord so that the white 
wire would be the true ground wire, 
as it should be. He made very sure 
that no wires crossed anywhere. 

Then, with the utmost trepidation, 
and on the alert to jerk it away 
quickly, he again brought the white 
wire of the three-wire cabinet cable 
into contact with the white wire of 
the cord. The lightbulb lit. He tried 
the door-light switch. It turned off 
the light. 

He tried the thermostatic switch, to 
be sure he didn’t have the wiring so 
that the operation of the thermostat 
would turn off the light when the 
motor was off, as he had seen this 
kind of faulty wiring before also. But 
no, all was o. k. He had it right this 
time! Yet, so far as he knew, he 
hadn't really changed a thing! 


WHAT HAPPENED? 


He later discussed this case with 
linemen and other strictly “electri- 
cal” friends, and they reinforced him 
in his own opinion that he had done 
nothing to cause the transformer 
fuse to blow. 

When he mentioned about the 
neighbor’s ironing, they said that 
maybe her iron, coming on in a one- 
in-a-million chance exactly with the 
refrigerator motor, had overloaded 
the line and caused an old weakened 
fuse to blow. This seemed a far- 
fetched theory, but so far the only 
tenable one. 

But why weren't any of the inter- 
vening breakers tripped? If anyone 
has any ideas or has had similar ex- 
periences, let us know.

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| Santa Fe Railway Tries 
Food Vendor Instead 
Of Diner on New Run 


CHICAGO—Santa Fe Railway is 
testing passenger reaction to a new 
type of dining service—-a vending ma- 
chine that dispenses juices, hot and 
cold sandwiches, coffee, milk, and 
pastries. 

Made by Lunch-O-Mat Co. of New 
York, the dispenser is about the size 
of a kitchen cabinet. It contains a 
radar heating unit that turns out hot 
sandwiches in a few seconds. A re- 
frigerated storage compartment holds 
extra stocks of sandwiches and bever- 
ages. 

Hot sandwiches sell for 35 cents, 
cold ones for 25 cents, coffee for 10 
cents, and milk, juices, and pastries 
for 15 cents. 

The first of its kind to be used by a 
railroad, the machine is being tried 
out on a new day-train run between 
El Paso and Albuquerque. A coach 
was converted to accommodate the 
unit and carry 14 persons in a re- 
served seat section and 40 in regular 
coach seats. 

Santa Fe was prompted to test the 
service on the new run, rather than 
put on a diner, by the fact that its 
dining car service results in an over- 
all annual deficit of around $5 million.

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Deliberately Undersized Heat Pump System 
In Chicago Residence Performs Satisfactorily 


Even Zero Degree Temperatures Fail To Faze 
Experimental Installation In Engineer’s House 


By C. Dale Mericle 


CHICAGO--After engineering resi- 
dential heat pumps for two of his 
friends, a well-known Chicago re- 
search engineer, G. D. Wetherbee, has 
finally installed one in his own home. 

Works, too. 

That shouldn’t be surprising be- 
cause the previous jobs were success- 
ful despite the extreme weather of 
winters in Chicago. 

But Wetherbee is still just a bit 
surprised that his own system per- 
forms as well as it does, for he de- 
liberately undersized everything. 

“We're trying to break the camel's 
back, as it were, and I wouldn't at- 
tempt this in anybody else’s home 
but my own,” he explains. 


ALMOST EVERYTHING WAS 
‘INADEQUATE’ 


The condensing unit is too small; 
the ground coils are probably too 
short; they’re also standard iron pipe 
instead of copper; the soil is terrible 
—extremely fine sand, which is a poor 
conductor of heat; the supplemen- 
tary air coil is likewise too small as 
well as being poorly located. 

Yet it performed satisfactorily last 
winter even when outdoor tempera- 
tures fell to 0° F. Wetherbee recog- 
nizes, however, that last winter was 
a mild one for Chicago. 


“We'll have lots of heat with re- 
serve capacity in normal winter 
weather, but not in extremes,” he 
admits. “This is not the answer, but 
then, this installation is intended for 
experimental research.” 

Wetherbee’s home is in the South 
Shore district of Chicago and is a 
two-story six-room house which also 
includes a breakfast room, and a 
bedroom in the basement. It contains 
14,400 cu. ft. (figured from the out- 
side dimensions and the inside ceil- 
ing height). 

The lot is typical for a city, mea- 
suring 50 by 118 ft. 

The house itself is of solid brick 
construction with approximately 1 in. 
of insulation between furring strips. 
It’s fully exposed to winds from the 
North, East, and West. 

Year-round air conditioning has 
been operating since 1937. A 1%%-hp. 
condensing unit connected to an air- 
handling unit in the basement sup- 
plied cooling. Steam from an oil-fired 
boiler was condensed in the air-han- 
dling unit for heating. 

(The boiler and the 1%-hp. unit 
were disconnected last winter when 
the heat pump was installed.) 

Conditioned air is delivered through 
ducts to the various rooms in the 
house, being discharged into the con-

ditioned spaces through high-side 
wall registers. 

The heat pump itself consists of a 
3-hp. open type condensing unit con- 


nected to a coil in the air-handling 


» unit that serves as an evaporator 


during the cooling season and a con- 
denser during heating. 

“Of course, this job is not ade- 
quate,”” Wetherbee hastens to point 
out. “It’s a typical 5-hp. job for heat- 
ing although the summer cooling load 
is only 2 hp. Electric resistance heat- 
ing (6 kw.) is available to supple- 
ment the heat pump during winter 
operation, but last winter these elec- 
tric heaters weren’t used once.” 

He also explains that ‘‘we couldn’t 
have put in more than a 3-hp. unit 
because the _ air-handling system 
wouldn’t be adequate.” 

Fundamentally, the system in 
Wetherbee’s own home is identical, 
except for size, with the two residen- 


tial heat pump jobs he previously en- 


gineered. These were described in de- 
tail in previous issues of AIR CONDI- 
TIONING & REFRIGERATION NEWS. 

His first attempt at a heat pump 
installation occurred in the fall of 
1947 when a 5-hp. system was in- 
stalled in an extremely large frame 
house in Berwyn, IIl. 

“This wasn’t adequate and has 
since been removed,” Wetherbee says. 

A year later he engineered ‘another 
5-hp. system for a new home in Mt. 
Prospect, Ill. (See the Nov. 14, 1949, 
issue of the NEWS.) 

“Due to our lack of knowledge, this 
system turned out to be terrifically 
oversized. Although commercially im- 
practical, it was highly efficient. The 
power bills for two complete winter 
seasons averaged $120 a winter. 

Wetherbee’s next heat pump was 
installed in a Chicago home in the 
fall of 1950. (See Jan. 22, 1951 and 
Nov. 5, 1951 issues of the NEWS.) 
This was another 5-hp. system and 
also had excess capacity even though 
its design made it inherently less 
efficient, though much more practical, 
than the previous one. 


NEITHER INSTALLATION HAS 
ANY OTHER HEAT SOURCE 


Neither installation has any other 
heat source whatever except the heat 
pump. Both have kept the residences 
warm without any major trouble 
whatever. 

These two systems, and the latest 
one in Wetherbee’s own home, em-

(Concluded from preceding page) 
ploy a combination of coils buried in 
the earth and a coil exposed to the 
outside air as the source of heat for 
winter operation. 


Wetherbee calls this unique, though 
simple, arrangement an “earth re- 
charging” system. 

In addition to the ground and air 
coils, there is a heat exchanger which 
transfers heat between the ‘“Freon- 
12” and the 50-50 water and alcohol 
solution that is circulated through the 
air and ground coils. 


PRINCIPLE OF OPERATION 
EXPLAINED BY WETHERBEE 


Principle of operation, as explained 
by Wetherbee, is this: 

“The heat pump gets its heat from 
the atmosphere when the air is a 
better source than the earth. It gets 
its heat from the earth when the earth 
is warmer than the air. It gets its 
heat partly from the earth and partly 
from the air when that combination 
will supply the warmest solution to 
the heat exchanger. When no heat is 
required by the heat pump and the

air is warmer than the earth, heat 
from the air is transferred to the 
earth via the earth coils and stored 
for future use.” 


TWO PUMPS CIRCULATE 
BRINE SOLUTION 


Two small centrifugal pumps circu- 
late the brine solution through the 
air and/or ground coils, their opera- 
tion being controlled by a standard 
Detroit Controls 848 differential ther- 
mostat. 


Incidentally, the Mt. Prospect sys- 
tem did not employ brine. The re- 
frigerant itself was circulated 
through the ground and earth coils. 


“Although this approach is definite- 
ly not the right one, it hasn’t been 
necessary to touch this system for 
leaks,” Wetherbee comments. 

As already indicated, the new sys- 
tem in Wetherbee’s own home is 
probably too small. The ground coils 
consist of 694% lin. ft. of % in. 
standard galvanized pipe and fittings 
buried at an average depth of slightly 
less than 4 ft. There is an additional 
200 ft., approximately, of headers and 
connections which were buried at a 
mere 1 to 2 ft. depth to minimize 
hand digging. 

Trenches for the ground coils 
proper were dug by a trenching ma- 
chine in a 1,540-sq. ft. area over-all 
between the house and the garage. 


AVOIDING TREES PROVIDED 
A PROBLEM 


This area, Wetherbee explains, is 
unnecessarily large for the length of 
piping, but the trenches had to be at 
an angle and irregularly spaced up 
to 8 ft. apart to avoid trees. In lay- 
ing ground coils for a new house 
under construction with trees, there 
would be no such problem, he points 
out. 

There are 14 lengths of pipe com- 
prising the ground coil grid. The sys- 
tem was designed, however, so that 
four lengths can be cut out, which 
Wetherbee plans to do at some future 
time “in the spirit of finding out how 
little we can get away with,” he ex- 
plains. 

Although Wetherbee probably 
knows as much about this type of 
heat transfer as anyone, he’s con- 
vinced that a mathematical approach 
in designing ground coils isn’t possi- 
ble. 

“There are just too many vari- 
ables,” he claims. “Only the empirical 
approach is practical.” 

One of the important variables he 
cites is the type of soil. According to 
Wetherbee, it would be difficult to find 
a worse soil for heat pump ground 
coils than the fine sand-like substance 


at his home. Its effect, however, has | 
been apparently more pronounced | 


during the summer air conditioning 
season than it was last winter during 
heating. 

“It hasn’t done as good a job in 
its function as a condenser as we 
might expect,” he says. 


LOCATION OF AIR COIL 


this heat pump system has an over- 
all coefficient of performance of 2.91, 
while the c.o.p. of the compressor 
only figures as 3.26, Wetherbee calcu- 
lates. 

“Experience to date also shows that 
the cost of operation is slightly less 
(2 or 3%) with 2¢/kwh. electricity 
than burning 13.8¢/gal. oil,’ he de- 
clares. 


METERS, RECORDERS, TIMERS 
WOULD NOT BE PART OF 
COMMERCIAL INSTALLATION 


Uninitiated visitors to the Wether- 
bee home might be scared off the heat 
pump idea forever when they observe 
the startling array of watt-hour 
meters, recorders, timers, etc., that 
have been installed. 

These are strictly for test purposes, 
however, Wetherbee is quick to point 
out, and would have no place in a 
commercial heat pump installation. 

“The idea of earth coils can scare 
people, there’s no doubt about that,” 
he admits. “Yet there are simple 
means of installing them, and they 
take little space when the air coil is 
used, too. The earth coil is readily 
adapted for new home installations.” 

As far as the appearance of the 
lawn is concerned, one has to look 
closely at Wetherbee’s backyard to 
detect any evidence of the trenching 
operations which took place last fall. 

Aside from its commercial practi- 
cality, will the heat pump in areas 
as far north as Chicago ever interest 
utility companies? Can it become a 
profitable load for these companies? 

These are major questions which 
Wetherkee hopes to answer with his 
undersized system. 

Long-hour operation and corres- 
pondingly high load factor of such a 
system would be desirable from the 
seamen standpoint, he points out.

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Why Coil Will Not 
Entirely Frost 


Question: 

We have a 2-hp. “Freon-12" com- 
pressor operating a coil on a locker 
room job. The compressor is rated at 
about 15,000 B.t.u. at 10° F., and the 
coil about the same. We also have a 
two-ton valve, drier, filter, heat ex- 
changer, and sight-glass. 

The run is only about 8 ft. from 
the compressor to the coil. The liquid 
line is % in. and the suction line is 
1%. 

The coil does not frost over ex- 
cept about % of the way, although it 
does frost over sometimes. The ex- 
pansion valve seems to be working 
o.k. Can you tell us why this coil will 
not frost over? 

Answer: 

The immediate cause of the coil not 
frosting over is that the expansion 
valve is not passing enough “Freon- 
12” to the coil to make it fully 
active. However, that does not mean 
that it is the fault of the expansion 
valve; the probabilities are that the 
valve is not at fault. 


Refrigeration Problems 


and their solution

It is quite possible that the ex- 
pansion valve is not set for a low 
enough superheat for your compres- 
sor-coil combination; that is, it may 
have to be opened somewhat to pass 
more ‘“Freon-12” to the coil. Obvi- 
ously, the coil is being partially 
starved, since part of it does not frost 
up. 

On the other hand, ycu may not be 
able to get the coil to frost entirely 
over just by readjusting the ex- 
pansion valve. Even with minimum 
superheat setting (wide open) it may 
not be able to pass enough ‘“Freon- 
12,” although it is a two-ton valve 
and is undoubtedly large enough for 
this job under normal conditions. 


Against, this not the fault of the 
valve. To pass its full amount of 
“Freon-12,” the expansion valve must 
be supplied with liquid only from the 
liquid line. 

If it is supplied part liquid and 
part gas, it cannot pass its full ca- 
pacity of “Freon-12.” The orifice in 
the valve is just so large, and the 
needle can only rise so far off the 
seat. It will pass a lot of ‘“Freon-12" 
as a liquid, but if some of the orifice 
is taken up with gas, it will pass a 
great deal less “Freon-12"” to the 
coil.

the receiver but ahead of the filter,

drier, and heat-exchanger. That is 
where it should be for safety’s sake. 
If you have enough charge, the sight- 
glass should show no bubbles. 


RESTRICTIONS IN THE LIQUID 
LINE AFFECT EXPANSION VALVE 


However, if there is excessive re- 
striction in the liquid line beyond the 
sight-glass, there will be enough 
pressure-drop that some of the liquid 
“Freon-12” will vaporize going 
through these restrictions just the 
same as it does in going through the 
orifice of the expansion valve. Beyond 
the restrictions, there will be both 
liquid “Freon-12” and the vapor, so 
the expansion valve will not be get- 
ting straight liquid. 

The greater the restriction, the 
more “Freon-12” will vaporize and 
the more space it will take up in the 
liquid line, and the less liquid ‘‘Freon- 
12” will get to the expansion valve. 
So maybe your expansion valve is 
being starved of liquid because of re- 
striction or restrictions in the liquid 
line between the receiver and the ex- 
pansion valve. 


LIQUID LINE TOO SMALL 


In the first place, a %-in. liquid line 
is too small for a 2-hp. unit even 
though the run is only 8 ft. It should 
be at least %-in. tubing, which will 
pass twice as much liquid as the %- 
in. line. For a 25 or 50-ft. liquid line, 
a %-in. tube would have been right. 
A %-in. line will pass over three 
times as much liquid as a %-in. line. 
So your liquid line is too small, and 
is causing excessive pressure-drop, 
and is at least part of your trouble, 
although perhaps not all of it. 


There may be restrictions in the 
filter, drier, and possibly in the heat- 
exchanger. The filter may be partly 
plugged with soldering paste, sludge 
from the compressor, copper fillings, 
iron dust, or just plain dirt. Of course, 
that is what a liquid line filter is for; 
to catch such material before it gets 
into the drier or expansion valve, or 
back to the compressor where it can 
do serious and expensive damage. 


CHECK THE FILTER 


Feel the filter; if it feels much 
cooler than the liquid line ahead of 
it, it may be partially plugged. Better 
still, take the filter off and examine 
it. Blow through it with some ‘“‘Freon- 
12” gas in the direction of flow. If 
it seems at all restricted, put on a 
new filter. To satisfy your curiosity, 
cut the filter open; you may be 
surprised at what you find. 

With an efficient filter ahead of it, 
the drier should be clear and will 
probably not have to be changed, for 
your trouble does not sound mueh as 
if it were caused by moisture in the 
expansion valve. 


These operations should enable you 
to get the coil fully active although, 
even with no restrictions in the liquid 
line, you may have to readjust the 
expansion valve somewhat. Also, 
when you get coil fully active you 
may find that you will have to add 
a little “Freon-12,” if the charge was 
just barely enough before. 


still cannot frost up the entire coil, 
check the location of the expansion 
valve bulb. If necessary, move it a 
little farther away from the coil. 
Since there is a heat-exchanger used, 
this should not and probably will not 
be necessary. With such a short suc- 
tion line, it was good practice to use 
a heat-exchanger. 

As mentioned above, your trouble 
does not sound as if it is due to 
moisture in the expansion valve, but 
the possibility should not be over- 
looked that there is just enough 
moisture to cause the expansion valve 
to stick a little. 

Also, since this is a low tempera- 
ture job, you should not overlook the 
possibility of wax in the expansion 
valve, although from your descrip- 
tion, it does not show such symp- 
toms. On a locker room or other low 
temperature system, you should al- 
ways pay particular attention to the 
compressor oil, which should be the 
wax-free type. 

If you change to a larger liquid 
line and clear up the possibility of 
restrictions in the liquid line, you will 
probably solve your problem.
